Costly Railway Wreck at Lafayette. 
LAFAYXTTE, Jan. 25.—An expensive 
wreck occured in the yards of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago railway 
yesterday afternoon. A heavy freight 
train dashed in on a side track upon 
which was standing a locomotive and 
train, the latter engine being off the 
track. 
The engines came together with 
a frightful crash, and when they stopped 
the boiler ends were jammed so closely 
together that a hand could not be passed 
between them.

The three heads were bent to 
a focus while Marli was relating one of 
his pilgrimage 
experiences, 
when a 
fourth head was unsteadily inserted in 
the circle, and a boozy though sympa- 
thetic face was upturned to listen. The 
head was gently shoved aside, and the 
three resumed their pow-wow. 
Again 
the ruby-tipped nose 
as inserted, and 
again it was shut but. 
When for a 
third time the head aj^peared una- 
bashed, like a jack-in-a-box, Mark lost 
patience, and hunching up his broad 
shoulder, he slid the head back along 
the top of the seat, remarking, gravely: 
'My friend, we are settling a delicate 
doctrinal point 
toucbing damnation, 
and we want you to keep your head out 
of danger.' As lie drawled out the last 
word, the drunken head fell over the 
end of the seat back with an emphasis 
that made its teeth rattle, but the 
owner soon lifted it and stuck it back 
in the 
ring murmuring plaintively: 
'Why, deacon, you don't seem to care a 
for my soul!' " 


H E N E Y M A P L E S O N describes some of 
the jewels which his uife wears on the 
opera stage.

given t.> IMmc. lioiie In* Mrs. IMackay ; a 
gold bracket, with a design of pearls 
and diamonds, representing "forget- 
me-not, " was given to her by the Grand 
Masons' Lodge (No, 1); a bracelet and 
brooch, designed and made in Dublin, 
the bracelet bearing the word "Cum- 
mig," which signifies "Welcome"; a 
bracelet of seven 
stones—four dia- 
monds, two sapphires, and one ruby— 
given by the Queen on a previous visit, 
and bearing tho inscription. "Victoria 
Regina to 
'!()/.

She screamed and bit and 
cursed and kicked so that no one cou'd 
put the rope around her neck. 
So 
some one cracked her skull for her 
•with a stick, and another one put a 
bullet or two through her brain.' Mr. 
Betts has not felt free to tell the stor} 
until the present time."

Arrived at Santa Fe, for the first 
time we seemed to have turned our 
back upon the somewhat crude and 
material civilization of the west, to have 
gotten out of the new into the old, out 
of the present into the past. 
Although 
the oldest city in America, it does not 
possess a frame house, a steam engine, 
or any new fangled contrivance. 
The 
streets are very picturesque, for the 
most part without sidewalks, the little 
squat 
"doby" houses turning their 
blank mud walls outward, with only a 
little square opening up high, like a 
sort of an eye taking a peep at life and 
things. 
The houses are for the most 
part built about open courts into which 
the doors open. 
Some of the poorer 
sort have no such opening, but are en- 
tered from the top by a ladder. 
There 
are quaint old — very old — Spanish 
Catholic churches, built of large blocks 
of adobe, roughly plastered with mud 
On Sunday the streets were filled with 
gaily-dressed women, the richer sort 
with the lace mantilla, and the poorer 
with bright shawls over their heads 
the native men, with broad, flapping 
sombreros and capas gracefully flung 
over one shoulder; the Indians in their 
fantastic toggery, and everywhere a 
foreign language sounded in our ears. 
We have most interesting acquaintances 
and some warm friendships among 
dogs, but we had to come to Santa Fe 
to meet with the charming little burro. 
This delightful little creature is quite 
a philosopher among animals. 
On 
meeting you he eyes you over thought- 
fully, seems to weigh your character; 
if you are fouad wanting he ceases to 
notice you with Indian stoicism or dis- 
misses you with an impatient toss of 
his head. 
If, however, you meet his 
approval he sometimes tips you a merry 
wink, gives you a meaning look, and 
says unutterable things with his ears. 
Doubtless he could speak if he would, 
but being a philosopher and something 
given to despising the human animal, 
he has devined the secret of the pro- 
verb that: 
"Speech is silvern, but 
silence is golden." 
Ho will stand with 
pathetic or contemptuous patience to 
be laden, so deeply over-laden that be- 
tween burden and burden only his ex- 
pressive eyes and ears and the thin 
wisp of a tail are apparent at either 
end. 
We are told that when he under- 
stands that his way lies toward the 
mesas, among green pastures, he ambles 
on with fair speed, but arrived there 
not all the king's horses nor all the 
king's men can make him return to the 
city. 
He rolls and kicks and laughs to 
scorn his driver, who usually bows to 
necessity and leaves the creatures to 
wander at his own sweet will until, sat- 
isfied with mere material pleasures, he 
again returns to the haunts of men to 
study mind and morals. 
It is a notice- 
able fact and may seem to justify his 
rebellion that he is usually fed whilst 
in town upon waste paper.—Santa Fe 
Letter.

In 1836 Lincoln was aga^i a candi- 
date for the legislature, and in tLis can- 
vass h • greatly distinguished himself. 
On one occasion there was to be a 
public discussion among the opposite 
candidates, held at the court-house at 
Springfield, and Lincoln, among oth- 
ers, was advertised to speak. This was 
his first appearance "on the stump" at 
the county seat. There lived at this 
j time in the most pretentious house in 
j the town a prominent citizen with the 
¡ name of George Forquer. He had been 
long in public life, had been a leading 
"Whig, the party to which Lincoln be- 
longed, but had lately gone over to the 
Democrats, and received 
from the 
Democratic administration an appoint- 
ment to the lucrative post of register 
of the land office at Springfield. Upon 
his handsome new house he had lately 
placed a lightning-rod, the first one 
ever put in Sangamon County. As 
Lincoln was riding into town with his 
friends they passed the fine house of 
Forquer,and observed the novelty of the 
lightning rod, discussing the manner in 
which it protected the house from be- 
ing struck by lightning. 


There were seven Whig and seven 
Democratic candidates for the lower 
branch of the legislature, and, after 
several had spoken, it fell to Lincoln 
to close the discussion. 
He did it with 
great ability. Forquer, though not a 
candidate, then asked to be heard for 
the Democrats in reply to Lincoln. He 
was a good speaker and well known 
throughout the county. 
His special 
task that day was to attack and ridi- 
cule tlie young man from Salem. Turn- 
ing to Lincoln, who stood within a few 
feet of him, he said, "This young man 
must be taken down, and I am truly 
sorry that the task devolves upon me." 
He then proceeded in a very overbear- 
ing way and with an assumption of 
(jreat superiority to attack Lincoln and 
his speech. 


Lincoln, however, stood calm, but 
his flashing eye and pale cheek indi- 
cated his indignp ;ion. As soon as For- 
quer had closed, l.e took the s-and and 
first answered hÍ3 f p])onent's argu- 
ments fully and Triumphantly. So im- 
pre.ssive were his words and manner 
that a hearer believes he c in remember 
to this day, and rei>t at sou e of the ex- 
pressions. 
Among o her things he 
said: "Tiie gentlemau commenced his 
sjieech by saying thai tiiis young man, 
alluding to me, must be taken town. I 
am not so young in voars as I am in 
the tricks and trades of a politician, 
but," said he, pointing to Forquer, "live 
long or die young, ] would rather die 
now, than, like the gentleman, change 
my jiolitics, and witii the change re- 
ceive an office worth i^y.OUO a year, and 
then," continued he, "then feel obliged 
to erect a lightning-rod over my house 
to protect a guilty conscience from an 
offended God." 


It is diHicult to-day to appreciate the 
effect on the old settlers of this figure. 
This lightuing-rod was the iirst which 
most of those ])reseut had ever seen. 
They had sle})t all their lives in their 
cabins in conscious security. Here was 
a man who seemed to tiiese simple- 
minded people to he afraid to sleep in 
his own hou e, without special and ex- 
traordinary protec: on from Almighty 
God. 
These old settlers thought that 
nothing but the consciousness of guilt, 
the sting of a guilty conscience, could 
account for sudi timidity. 
Forquer 
and his lightning-rod were talked over 
in every settlement from Sangamon to 
the Illinois and the Wabash. 
When- 
ever he arose to speak thereafter, they 
said: 
"Ti¡ere is the man who dare not 
sleep in his own house without a light- 
ning-rod to keep oil the vengeance of 
the Almighty."—From Arnold's New
